Hon. Herbert J. Hagerman, Governor of New Mexico. . 

Sir: In Compliance with Section 26, Chapter 33, Session 
Laws of 1899, we beg leave to submit report of the Territorial 
Sheep Sanitary Board for the fisal year ending November 
30th, 1906, as to receipts and expenditures. Which state- 
ment is attached hereto as a part hereof and marked ‘‘Hxhi- 
bit A.” 

We also beg leave to submit a statement showing receipts 
and expenditures since the creation of the Board, down to 
November 30th, 1906: Which statement is also attached 
hereto as a part hereof and marked ‘‘Exhibit B.” 

You will note in Exhibit “A” that under Receipts item 
“Territorial Sheep Tax” is much smaller this year than last, 
this is for the reason that there is some money stillin the 
hands of Territorial Treasurer which had not been drawn at 
time of making this report. 

For your information we might make some explanation as 
to items in Exhibit “B”. 

Under heading Receipts item ‘Sheep Comingin’’—this item 
shows amount of fees paid into Sheep Sanitary Fund for Ins- 
pection of sheep coming into the Territory for the respec- 
tive'years from time of creation of the Board down to the 
end of the present fiscal year. Inspection fees collected on 
sheep were: From Creation of Board to 1899 ten cents per 
head on rams and tive cents per ‘head on stock sheep; from 
1899 to 1908 five cents per head for all sheep; since 19038 three 
cents per head when owner has bill of health for sheep from 
an Inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry, and in case 
he has not such bill of health five cents per head is collected. 

Under receipts item ‘‘Sheep Going fOut’—this item shows 
amount of fees paid into the Sheep Sanitary Fund for inspec- 
tion of ‘sheep going out of the Territory to the end of the 
present fiscal year. Inspection fees collected on sheep going 
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out were first collected on a regulation made by the board 
and were fixed at one cent per head; fees were collected at 
this rate up to 1899. In 1899 an act of the legislature was 
passed fixing such fees at one-half a cent per head; in 1903 
the legislature passed an act fixing the fees for inspection of 
sheep going out at one cent per head in case the owner did 
not have bill of clearance from an inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry and one-half a cent per head in case the 
owner did have such certificate. 

For inspection of sheep coming in and going out of Terri- 
tory territorial shipping inspectors are required by statute 
to inspect as to the health, ear marks, brands, bill of sale 
etc.,and other authority in writing for having possession of 
sheep, in case the owner does not have bill of health from 
inspector of Bureau of Animal Industry, in case owner does 
have such certificate territorial inspectors do not inspect as 
to health. 

Item under receipts ‘‘Recording Brand” shows amount of 
money collected for recording brands for respective years 
since creation of board. The fee charged for recording mark 
and brand and issuing certificate is $1.00. 

Item under receipts ‘Territorial Sheep Tax” shows 
amount of money collected by alevy of sheep tax for sanitary 
purposes received by the board for the sheep sanitary fund. 
The tax levy was first fixed at one and half mills per head, 
the legislative assembly in 1899 amended this to two mills 
per head, this was amended by the legislature of 1908 which 
passed an act authorizing the board to make a levy to be cer- 
tified to the Auditor. The board fixed the levy at five mills 
upon each dollar of assessed value of sheep, the same levy 
being fixed each year from that time to the present time. 

Item under receipts ‘‘Fines” shows amount of fines which 
have been imposed on sheep growers and collected. 

Item under receipts “Stray Sheep” shows amount of 
money that has been received from sale of stray sheep. In 
this connection we may state that while Inspectors of this 
board have found or had turned over to them many thousand 
stray sheep, the board has discovered the owners of all of 
them excepting the above which were sold and the owners of 
most of which were discovered later and the respective 
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balance in the hands of the board after paying expenses 
turned over to them. 

Item under receipts “Stolen Sheep” represents amount 
of money received from owners of stolen sheep on account of 
expenses incurred in returning stolen sheep, or from the 
sale of stolen sheep recovered from the thieves, the marks on 
said sheep being so mutilated as to be unable to identify the 
sheep so as to discover who the owners were. 

Item under receipts “Inspector Pay” is amount of money 
received by the board from owners of sheep where the ins- 
pectors of the board have had to take charge of sheep and 
dip them. Insuch cases the board having instructed the 
inspector to hold the sheep taken charge of until all expenses 
of dipping including inspector’s time were paid for by owner 
of sheep. 

Item under receipts “Expense” shows expenses incurred . 
since December 10th, 1897, in dipping sheepby inspectors of 
the board where they had to take charge of sheep and money 
was collected later from owners of sheep. 

Item under Expenditures “Fines” shows fines imposed by 
the board and collected by inspectors and paid to inspector 
in whose district fine was imposed. This plan was in force 
before inspectors were on regular salaries and has been 
discontinued. l 

Item under expenditures “Stray Sheep” shows amount of 
money expended on or returned to owners wherea sale of 
_ stray sheep took place since December 10th, 1898. 

Item under expenditures ‘‘Stolen Sheep” shows amount of 
expense incurred in the handling of stolen sheep since 
December 10th, 1898. 

Item under expenditure ‘‘Eixpense” includes all general 
expenses of the board since December 10th, 1898, of which 
the items under sub-heads of Expense in Exhibit “A” are a 
fair illustration. 

Item under expenditures ‘‘Inspector’s Pay” includes all 
money paid to inspectors since December 10th, 1898, Range 
inspectors of the board at the present time receive $100 per 
month when working for the board. Range inspectors are 
required to pay all their expenses including their team, etc. 
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Shipping inspectors receive $3.00 per day for days actually 
engaged in making inspections. 

The names, addresses and amount of money received by 
each inspector during this year is set out in Exhibit “A.” 

Item under Expenditures “Attendance” includes all mo- 
. ney paid to members of the Board for their expenses attend- 
ing meetings since December 10th, 1898. The Board allows 
each member five dolars per day from the time he leaves 
home until he returns towards his expense in attending 
meeting. This five dollars per day is for hotel bills, Pulman 
fare, hack hire, etc., in fact everything but railroad fare. 
Should any railroad fare be paid by any member that is 
allowed in addition. The members are not allowed anything 
when they are engaged in the work of the Board excepting 
at meetings. 

Item under Expenditures “Salaries’ "—this item includes 
amount of money paid to the Secretary as a salary. No one 
else having received any money which has been charged to 
that account up to the present time. 

Item under Expenditures “Rent” includes amount of mo- 
ney paid out for rent for office for Board since December 
10th, 1898. 

Item udder Expenditures “Office Furniture’ includes 
amount of money paid out for office furniture since December 
10th, 1898, 

Item under Expenditures “Old Expense” includes all mo- 
ney paid out by the Board from time of its creation down to 
December 10th, 1898, with the exception of $307.30 paid out 
to Inspectors in the way of fines. l 

You will note that there is considerable surplus on hand. 
This amount has been permitted to accumulate without re- 
ducing sheep levy for sheep sanitary fund for the reason 
that during the last four or five years the Bureau of Animal 
Industry has expected to carry outa plan of cooperation with 
the Sheep Sanitary Board for eradicating thediseaseof scabies ` 
from the sheep in New Mexico by which that Bureau was to 
place sufficient men in the field in New Mexico tosupervisethe 
dipping of all sheep in the Territory, the Board to furnish 
sufficient men to bring all sheep in to dipping plants. To do 
this work the Bureau of Animal Industry will have to place 
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in the field about seventy-tive men and the board about fifty. 
This will necessitate an expense of about fifteen thousand 
dollars per year more than the income of the sheep sanitary 
fund is at present. This plan of cooperation will have to be 
carried on for at least two and possibly three or four years, 
after which the sheepin the Territory should be free from 
the disease of scabies and the levy can then be reduced as 
but only a few men need be employed. This work is entirely 
too large for the board to carry out alone without raising the 
levy several times as large as itis at present and the board 
has had therefore to wait until the Bureau could carry out 
the plan of cooperation. The Bureau of Animal Industry 
has been using its inspectors in carrying outa similar plan 
in the states of Wyoming, Idaho, Utah and Washington and 
Dr. Melvin, chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, promised 
the board last January to place in New Mexico this year such 
aforce provided appropriation made by Congress to that 
Bureau was sufficiently large. Appropriation was made but 
Dr. Melvin was unable to secure inspectors on account of the 
demand for inspectors in connection with requirements made 
by the last Congress for meat inspections. However, Dr. 
Ramsay at the convention of Wool Growers in Albuquerque 
last September promised to place such a force in the field in 
New Mexico next year. Dr. Melvin was in the office of the 
board during the latter part of November and while he was 
unwilling to pledge himself to place such a force of inspect- 
ors in the field in New Mexico next year, yet he was very 
anxious to have sucha plan for general dipping carried out 
next year and stated that he would try to carry it outif he 
could possibly secure the necessary inspeétors. 

While the board had expected to have a general dipping 
under above plan during this year, yet when the board re- 
ceived word last July from Dr. Melviu that he was unable to 
furnish the inspectors as contemplated for this year, the 
board immediately placed in the field a larger force of ins- 
pectors than it has ever employed before and have dipped 
more sheep under supervision than in any previous year and 
the board believes that at the present time the territory is in 
better condition as to the health of sheep than it has ever 
been in the past. 
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The board does not know at the present time of a flock in 
the Territory affected with scabies. Undoubtedly scabies 
will develope some during the winter, this is on account of 
the mites still existing in old bed grounds, old corrals, etc. 
At the time of a general dipping under supervision old brush 
corrals will have to be destroyed by burning, old post corrals 

‚will have to be taken down and put up on new ground and 
the posts thoroughly disinfected. In this manner only can 
the disease of scabies finally be eradicated. 

A quarantine line has been established in the Territory at 
the request of the Bureau of Animal Industry. This was 
done because the Bureau did not have in the Territory suff- 
cient men to supervise the dipping of all sheep in the Terri- 
tory and the bureau desired to cooperate with Territorial 
Inspectors in dipping under supervision the sheep in a cer- 
tain section and requested the board to hold that section 
during the winter and prevent affected sheep from going in. 
The idea of the bureau being that as fast as the sheep were 
dipped in one of these sections under the plan of cooperation 
with the board that the line should be moved taking in other 
territory and the sheep in that Territory also dipped under 
supervision of either Government or Territorial Inspectors. 
The line as first established was the northern line of Socorro, 
Lincoln and Chaves counties and this: year at request of the 
bureau it was moved farther north taking in Valencia county. 
The sheep in the Counties of Lincoln, Chaves, Eddy, Otero, 
Sierra, etc., were dipped last year under supervision of 
Territorial or Government Inspectors and this year Chaves 
and Eddy counties were declared by the bureau to be clean 
districts anda general dipping under supervision was not 
carried on by the bureau in those counties, but was to a cer- 
tain extent by the board and a few herds: in those counties 
which showed scab were dipper under supervision of Ins- 
pectors of the Board and a thorough inspection made by 
Inspectors of the Board of all sheep in said counties. In the 
counties of Lincoln, Otero, Socorro, Sierra and Valenciaal 
sheep were dipped under supervision of either Territorial or 
Government Inspectors. 

Sheep belonging to Indians who graze their sheep off of 
reservations and which are affected with scabies are a 
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serious problem. The Indian Department has never admitted 
that the Territorial Sheep Sanitary Board has jurisdiction 
over sheep of reservations belonging to Indians. While the 
board has no doubt of its authority that does not lessen the 
difficulty of handling such sheep. If the board has to have 
one of its inspectors take charge of such scabby sheep, dip 
them and hold them until all expenses are paid which would 
mean legal proceedings, as is required by territorial statutes 
in all cases where owners do not comply with orders of the 
board, it would in most cases amount to confiscation of the 
sheep belonging to such Indians as the expense of taking 
charge, placing an inspector with them,and holding them 
until sold would amount to as much as the sheep are worth. 
. The board would respectfully urge that you take the matter 
up with the proper authorities and see if some arrangements 
cannot be made by which sheep belonging to Indians residing 
on reservations can be quarantined on the reservation and 
not be permitted to leave the reservation without being 
inspected by an inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry 
and found free from the disease of scabbies, and that all 
sheep on the reservation be dipped under supervision of 
inspectors of the Bureau of Animal Industry. That sheep 
belonging to Indians off of reservations, or sheep belonging 
to Indians and grazing off of reservations be under jurisdic- 
diction of the Territorial Sheep Sanitary Board, and the 
owners of such sheep be required to carry out the rules and 
regulations promulgated by this board the same as any other 


owner of sheep, and that when an inspector of this board: 


finds any sheep infected with scabies that he be permitted to 
take such sheep toa public dipping plant and have them 
dipped as required by the board under supervision of an in- 
spector of the Bureau of Animal Industry and the expense of 
such dipping be paid by a requisition by the inspector of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry on some government fund, either 
a fund belonging to the Indian department or the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

The price of sheep this year has been good although wool 
sold considerable lower than last year. 

The sheep grower suffered great financial loss by inability 
to secure cars this falland winter for shipping sheep out. 
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Sheep have been held near shipping points in many cases 
more than a month, the shrinkage of course being heavy, it 
being the principal loss as sheep were sold by weight, 
although a large loss was incurred in holding these sheep 
near railroad points by cuts and otherwise. Buyers freely 
assert that they will not return to certain portions of New 
Mexico for the purchasing sheep, that it is impossible to get 
the sheep out and in to the feed lots in time for feeding. The 
board would suggest that the matter be taken up with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for the purpose of tinding 
out what remedy, if any, the sheep growers may have, and 
should the Territorial Legislature have any power to legislate 
on this subject, that you recommend in your message that 
legislation be enacted either in the way of compelling railroad 
companies to furnish cars as required on reasonable notice 
and making failure so to do a misdemeanor, or in the way of 
giving intending shippers a right of action for damages 
actually suffered, or in both directions. 

The charges made by the Forestry Department for grazing 
sheep on the Forest Reserves are unfair and unjust, being 
too large in proportion toamounts charged other live stock. 
We would respectfully urge that you take the matter up 
with that department and seeif a grazing charge can not be 
fixed which would be satisfactory to the sheep growers, say 
three cents per head during season. A rate must be fixed 
for all year as well as for the season, as anumber of reserves 
have been recently created which take in winter range as 
well as summer. This matter is of the gravest importance 
to the sheep growers of New Mexico as practically all 
summer range not inland grants has been taken up by Forest 
Reserves, and if the sheep industry in New Mexico shall con- 
tinue to prosper the Forest Department must meet the sheep 
growers half way. We would also recommend that you try 
and have the Pecos Reserve opened to a limited number of 
sheep. Sheep are not now permitted to graze at all in that 
reserve and this has reduced by several hundred thousand 
the number of sheep in New Mexico. It is impossible to see 
how any one can make a thorough examination of that reserve 
and find that it is up to its limits as to amount of stock which 
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may be permitted to graze therein without doing the slightest 


damage.
